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INTRODUCTION 


The Missouri Commission on [ntergovernmental Cooperation was established to provide a 
centralized structure linking public entities to state government. The Commission serves as a 
vehicle of communication through which state and local governments can meet to discuss and 
resolve shared problems. 


In order to enhance communication between governments this guide to executive branch 
agencies with the accompanying descriptions, organization charts, maps, and contact listing has 
been created. The executive branch consists of all state elective and appointive employees. 
except the officials of the legislative and judicial departments. 


This booklet was compiled as an Introduction to the organization and responsibilities of the 
sixteen departments of Missouri state government. Sources include the Missouri Official 
Manual, 1997-1998 and the official plans of state departments filed as required under Section | 
of the Omnibus State Reorganization Act of 1974, and RSMo 1979. Copies of this booklet are 
available from the Division of General Services, Intergovernmental Relations Unit, Room 915 
Jefferson Building, P.O, Box 809, Jefferson City, Missouri 65102, 573/751-4834.

Special Note on State Departments’ Administrative Duties. 


All of the departments in Missouri state government contain at least one administrative division 
or unit which provides support in fiscal management, accounting, personnel and training, 
research and data processing. Because of similarity of these duties and because each department 
only has one page of print space, these units are not described in detail.

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ELECTED OFFICIALS 


OFFICE OF THE GOVERNOR 


The chief executive officer of the state of Missouri must be at least 30 years old, a U.S. citizen for 
15 years or longer and a resident of Missouri for at least 10 years before being elected governor. 


The governor ts elected to a four-year term during the same year as a presidential election and may 
seek re-election to a second four-year term. No person may hold the office for more than two 
terms. 


The governor appoints the members of all boards and commissions, the heads of all departments 
in state government and all vacancies in public offices unless otherwise provided by law. The 
board members of Missouri's state universities and colleges are appointed by the governor. The 
governor also selects the members of the Supreme and Appellate Courts of Missouri from names 
submitted by the State Judicial Commissions in addition to numerous other appointments. 


The governor addresses the General Assembly on the state of government and recommends 
changes or other actions to be taken. A budget is submitted by the governor to the General 
Assembly within 30 days after the assembly convenes. The budget contains the governor's 
estimates of available state revenues and an itemized plan for proposed expenditures. 


All bills passed by both houses of the legislature, except those referred to a vote of the people, are 
submitted to the governor for his consideration. The governor may either approve a bill, making it 
law, or return it to the legislature with his objections. 


The governor performs many other duties assigned by constitution, statute or custom. The 
governor also has the power to grant reprieves, commutations and pardons, but this does not 
include the power to parole. 


In addition to his other duties, the governor is a member of a number of boards and commissions, 
such as the Board of Public Buildings and State Board of Fund Commissioners. 


Moreover, the governor is commander-in-chief of the state's militia, the Missouri National Guard. 


OFFICE OF THE LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR 


The lieutenant governor is required to meet the same qualifications as the governor. The 
lieutenant governor is elected for a four-year term and is subject to re-election. 


Under the constitution, the lieutenant governor is ex officio president of the Missouri Senate. 
Upon the death, conviction, impeachment, failure to qualify, resignation or other disabilities, the 
powers, duties and emoluments of the governor devolve upon the lieutenant governor until the end 
of his or her term or until the disabilities of the governor are removed. By law, the lieutenant 


governor serves as secretary and member of the Board of Public Buildings. Missouri voters 
passed Proposition C in November, 1992, expanding the lieutenant governor's duties to include 
membership on the Missourt Tourism Commission, the Board of Fund Commissioners, the 
Missouri Housing Development Commission, the Missouri Development Finance Board, and the 
Missouri Rural Economic Development Council. Proposition C also designates the lieutenant 
governor as official advocate for Missouri's senior citizens, and as advisor to the Department of 
Elementary and Secondary Education on early childhood education. The lieutenant governor 
continues to serve as the state's ombudsman. 


OFFICE OF SECRETARY OF STATE 


The seeretary of state oversces one of the most diverse offices in state government. The office 
includes more than 12 divisions and maintains offices in the State Capitol, the James C. 
Kirkpatrick State Information Center (MSIC) and branches in St. Louis, Kansas City and 
Springfield. 


The secretary of state is the chief election official in Missouri, bearing responsibility for 
administration of statewide elections involving both tssues and individuals, and oversees local 
verification of petition signatures for initiative petitions. The secretary of state's commissions 
division authenticates official acts of the governor, and has the authority to appoint and 
commission notaries public. 


The office ts a clearinghouse of information. The State Archives preserves and makes available 
historic documents for use by researchers, including thousands of inquiries annually from 
genealogists. The Records Management program allows state agencies to store and retrieve 
inactive files at the MSIC. A companion Local Records program assists county and municipal 
governments in processing and safeguarding their important documents. The Publications 
Division produces a number of useful books and periodicals, including the Official Manual, the 
state Constitution, and rosters of the General Assembly and state, county and district officers. The 
Administrative Rules Division publishes the revisions to the Code of State Regulations monthly, 
which lists rules and regulations promulgated by state agencies, and the bi-monthly Missouri 
Register. 


The Missouri State Library was created in 1946 as an independent agency with a board appointed 
by the governor. The major functions of the State Library are to provide direct library and 
information service in support of the executive and legislative branches of Missouri state 
government, to provide library service to blind and physically handicapped residents of Missouri 
and to promote the development and improvement of library services throughout the state. In July 
1993. the State Library. including the Wolfner Library for the Blind and Handicapped. was placed 
under the supervision of the secretary of state. 


Registration of businesses is another vital duty of the secretary of state. The Corporations 
Division handles the incorporation and reports for some 190,000 businesses licensed to do 
business in Missouri. The Franchise Tax Division collects more than $55 million annually from 
for-profit corporations. Perfecting liens on business loans is the responsibility of the Uniform 


Commercial Code division, which receives some 137,000 filings each year. The Securities 
Division protects Missouri investors from fraud by reviewing proposed securities offerings and 
registering broker-dealers, agents and investment advisors. 


OFFICE OF STATE AUDITOR 


The state auditor's office is charged with auditing all state agencies, boards and commissions; all 
of the state's municipal and circuit courts; and 93 of the state’s 114 counties. The state auditor 
may also be called upon by citizen petition to audit local political subdivisions. Audits are 
performed to determine if tax dollars are being spent efficiently, economically and legally and to 
determine how well governmental authorities protect against fraud and abuse of the public funds 
under their control. 


In addition to fulfilling the primary auditing duties of the office, the state auditor is charged with 
designing accounting systems for state and local governments, approving depositories selected by 
the state treasurer and serving as a member of the Board of Fund Commissioners and the State 
Records Commission. The state auditor also examines and registers all general obligation bonds 
and reviews the tax rates levied by the state’s political subdivisions to ensure they comply with 
state law. 


OFFICE OF STATE TREASURER 


The duties of the state treasurer, as defined by the Missouri Constitution are: (1) to be custodian of 
all state funds: (2) to determine the amount of state moneys not needed for current operating 
expenses; and (3) to invest such moneys not needed for current operations in time deposits, 
bearing interest, in Missouri banking institutions selected by the state treasurer and approved by 
the governor and state auditor, or in short-term U.S. government obligations. 


The operation of the office of state treasurer is essentially a banking operation. To disburse state 
funds, a warrant is prepared in the Office of Administration. The warrant, with the signature of 
the commissioner of administration, is presented to the state treasurer's office lor processing. 
When the warrant is signed by the treasurer, it is converted into a negotiable check, or draft, on a 
designated depository of state funds. 


When investing state funds, the state treasurer is required to give due consideration to the 
preservation of such moneys, the comparative yield and the effect upon the economy and welfare 
of the people of Missouri. 


The state treasurer is permitted to purchase short-term U.S. government obligations, maturing and 
becoming payable within one year from the date of purchase. Interest received on the investment 
of state funds is credited either to the general revenue fund or to the fund from which the 
investment is made. 


The state treasurer administers the MISSOURI FIRST low interest linked deposit loan program 
for small business, agriculture, job creation, drought relief, student loans and multi-family 
housing. Through MISSOURI FIRST the state treasurer deposits funds in a Missouri financial 
institution at below market interest rates. The financial institution agrees to loan the amount of 
money at a reduced rate to businesses, farmers and students. 


The state treasurer is a member of the State Board of Fund Commissioners, the Missouri Housing 
Development Commission, the board of trustees of the Missouri State Employees’ Retirement 
System and the Missouri Arts Council. 


OFFICE OF THE ATTORNEY GENERAL 


The attorney general's office was created in 1806 when Missouri was part of the Loutsiana 
Territory. Missouri's first constitution (1820) provided for an appointed attorney general. Since 
the 1865 constitution, the attorney general has been elected. 

The attorney general is the attorney for the state. He represents the legal interests of Missouri and 
its people as a group, but cannot represent individual citizens in private legal actions. 


As the state's chief legal officer, the attorney general must prosecute or defend all appeals to which 
the state 1s a party, including every felony criminal case which ts appealed to the Missourt 
Supreme Court and courts of appeal. He also is required to institute, in the name and on behalf of 
the state, all civil suits and other proceedings that are necessary to protect the state's rights, 
interests or claims. He also may appear, interplead, answer or defend any proceedings in which 
the state's interests are involved, or appear on behalf of the state in declaratory judgment 
proceedings when the constitutionality of a statute is challenged. 


The attorney general renders official opinions to the General Assembly, the governor, secretary of 
state, auditor, treasurer, the heads of the various state departments and the circuit or prosecuting 
attorneys on questions of law relating to their duties. 


The attorney general may institute quo warranto proceedings to oust any corporation from doing 
business in Missouri if it has abused its franchise or has violated the state's laws. He also may 
institute quo warranto proceedings against any person unlawfully holding any office or move to 
oust any public official for misfeasance, nonfeasance, or malfeasance tn office. 


Ile is a member of the Board of Fund Commissioners, Board of Public Buildings, the Governor's 
Committee on Interstate Cooperation, the Missouri Highway Reciprocity Commission and the 
Missouri Housing Development Commission. He serves as chairman of the Governor's Crime 
Commission. 


In order to fulfill these and other responsibilities, the attorney general has organized his office into 
six divisions: Litigation, Criminal, Consumer Protection, Governmental Affairs, Environmental 
Protection and Labor. 
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OFFICE OF ADMINISTRATION 


The Office of Administration is the service and administrative control agency created by the General 
Assembly to combine and coordinate the central management functions of state government. 


The chief administrative officer is the Commissioner of Administration who is appointed by the Governor 
with the advice and consent of the Senate. The Office of Administration provides central services and 
support to all other state agencies as detailed below. 


Administrative Hearing Commission conducts prehearing conferences and full evidentiary hearings 
throughout Missouri, making findings of fact and conclusions of law relating to licensing, tax, and 
medical provider disputes. 





Division of Accounting is responsible for the operation of the statewide accounting and payroll 
systems, social security administration, bond management, and ts the custodian of all public accounting 
records of the state. 


Division of Budget and Planning is the central point to assist state agencies, the commissioner of 
administration, and the governor in preparing and overseeing an efficient and effective overall plan for the 
state's financial resources. 





Division of Design and Construction is responsible for the preparation of the state’s capital 


improvement program and budget, inventory and condition assessment of all state-owned land and 
facilities, contracting for and managing capital improvement projects for state agencies. 


Division of Information Services is the central point for providing data processing and state 
telecommunications services for the executive branch of state government. 


Division of Facilities Management is responsible for the maintenance and operation of state-owned 
buildings and grounds throughout the state. The division is responsible for the preparation of the leasing 
budget for the entire state and for oversight of the leasing program. Staff of the division provide design 
services, space analysis, project management, energy management and mechanical services. 





Division of General Services provides management services to the state departments including 
printing, vehicle maintenance, risk management, forms management, and flight operations. The division 
also provides staff support for the Governor's Advisory Council on Physical Fitness and Health, the 
Missouri Public Entities Risk Management Fund, the Missouri Head Injury Advisory Council and the 
Missouri Commission on Intergovernmental Relations, the state clearinghouse for federal assistance 
programs, and the Afissouri Express - a Community Information Network initiative. 


Division of Personnel administers the Missouri Merit System (covering about 30,000 employees) and 
the Uniform Classification and Pay System (about 40,000 employees when complete). Additional 
responsibilities in all agencies include management training, labor relations, productivity and quality 
improvement, employee leave benefits, and consultative services. 


Division of Purchasing and Materials Management is responsible for the procurement of 
equipment, supplies, general and professional services for most agencies of state government; and 
administers the state and federal surplus property programs and the state recycling programs. 





Office of Equal Employment Opportunity is responsible for assisting state agencies in employment 
and contracting of historically underutilized individuals, and monitoring progress in promoting and 
ensuring equal opportunity within state government through employment. provision of services, and 
operation of facilities. 
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DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE 


Like Missouri agriculture, the duties of the Missouri Department of Agriculture are diverse. The 
department has the challenge of protecting the state's producers, processors, distributors and 
consumers of food and fiber, while marketing Missouri products at home and abroad. The 
department administers programs that prevent livestock disease, monitor commercial transactions 
involving weighing or metering devices, regulate grain storage and inspection, establish rules for 
labeling and using farm chemicals, control plant pests and oversee feed and seed sales. Other 
department programs range from licensing and inspecting livestock markets to educating youth in 
agriculture through scholarships, loans and career programs. 


The director of agriculture determines department policy and provides a representative voice on a 
broad range of issues affecting Missouri farmers, ranchers, agribusinesses and agriculture policy- 
makers. The director oversees certain aspects of the State Milk Board and the Missouri 
Agricultural and Small Business Development Authority, and is a standing member of the 
Missouri State Fair Commission. The fair provides educational, competitive and recreational 
opportunities while exhibiting all aspects of Missouri agriculture: livestock, row crops, fruits and 
vegetables, farm equipment and machinery, and arts and crafts. 


Division of Animal Health administers programs to control, eradicate and test for livestock 
diseases. The division also inspects and licenses livestock markets and commercial pet dealers 
and breeders. Livestock brands are registered with this division. 


OT 1 inspects, grades and weighs grain stored in or 
moved through terminals in Missouri. The division licenses and bonds grain warehouses in 
Missouri, and works to ensure the overall quality, condition and weight of grain being bought or 
sold. 





Division of Market Development works to develop and expand markets for Missouri agricultural 


products both domestically and internationally. The division helps commodity groups promote 
their products, creates an identity for Missouri agricultural products through its AgriMissouri 
program and acts as a liaison between Missouri producers and foreign buyers. This division also 
administers youth scholarship and career programs, disseminates daily market information, and 
provides marketing opportunities for horticultural and aquaculture products, specialty crops and 
the livestock and forage industries. 





Division of Industries works to prevent the spread of harmful insects and plant diseases, 
certifies and licenses commercial and private pesticide applicators and dealers, assures quality and 
label accuracy of commercial feeds and seeds, and inspects fresh fruits and vegetables to assure 
quality and grade. 


Division of Weights and Measures provides protective services to consumers and businesses. 
The division inspects commercial weighing and metering devices, administers regulations related 
to fuel quality, inspects eggs for grade, size, origin and packaging and ensures milk ts not sold 
under cost. 


State Milk Board administers Missouri's Grade A and manufacturing milk inspection programs. 
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DEPARTMENT OF CONSERVATION 


The Department of Conservation is guided by a four-member Commission appointed by the 
Governor with advice and consent of the Senate. The Commission is charged with the control, 
management, restoration, conservation and regulation of the bird, fish, game. forestry and all 
wildlife resources of the state. The Commission appoints a director who serves as the 
administrative officer of the Department of Conservation. 


Principal sources of revenue are derived from the sale of hunting and fishing permits, the 
dedicated conservation sales tax of one-eighth of one percent, and revenue from administration of 
forest, fish and wildlife resources. Substantial funding is made available on a matching basis 
through the federal government and is applied primarily to acquisition, development, research and 
forest fire control. The administrative structure is broken into three components. 


Resource Management and Enforcement are responsible for assuring management and 
protection of Missouri's private and public aquatic and terrestrial resources, providing 
well-rounded programs involving fish, wildlife and forest resources. Forestry, Fisheries and 
Wildlife Divisions administer management of Department areas. programs and research to meet 
this mandate. Management ts regionally-based taking into consideration geographic variables in 
wildlife resources, natural resources, economic factors, and land composition. This approach 
assures uniform application of programs and services to the public based on need and effective 
staffing to carry-out programs. Natural History Section provides advice and expertise in 
management of non-consumptive resources, natural areas’ development and rare and endangered 
species protection. A regulations committee develops regulations and rules pertaining to hunting 
and fishing seasons, bag limits and department area regulations, Protection Division administers 
the law enforcement of these regulations and provides public support through hunter safety 
education, shooting range administration, public service programs and landowner assistance. 








Support Services are essential to the effective operation of the agency. Administrative Services 
Division sustains programs which provide support in the areas of strategic and resource planning, 
land acquisition, environmental coordination, public opinion surveys, payroll, purchasing, 
budgeting, revenue forecasting, permit and publication sales, fleet management. building and 
grounds maintenance, and a statewide information management network. Human Resources 
Section administers employee recruitment and retention, employee benefits, employee assistance 
program training, and safety program. Design and Development Division coordinates the design 
and construction and/or renovation facilities on Department-owned areas. 


Outreach and Education Division provides ongoing public information through news 
coordination, the monthly Conservationist magazine. motion pictures, media loan, radio shows 
and special events. Metropolitan offices provide public service contact In the urban areas and 
assist in coordinating special programs and news events. Education Programs and Services 
provide conservation education through teacher training, in-service credit courses, curriculum 
development, and workshops and seminars. Four interpretative nature centers, located in urban 
areas, carry the conservation message to hundreds of thousands of visitors each year through 
special programs and events. 
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DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTIONS 


The Department of Corrections supervises all felons and targeted misdemeanants assigned to it by 
the courts. By Missouri law, a person must be 17 years of age or certified as an adult by the courts 
and with a sentence of not less than one year in order to be committed to the department for 
incarceration. Adult felons and misdemeanants placed on probation by the circuit courts are also 
under the supervision of the department through the Board of Probation and Parole. 


Division of Adult Institutions is responsible for the supervision and management of 20 adult 
state correctional institutions and all felons committed to secure confinement. 


Division of the Board of Probation and Parole is responsible for all activities relating to parole 
release and the supervision of offenders on probation, parole and in community corrections 
programs. The division's staff also conduct pre-sentence and parole investigations for the court 
and the board and also oversees the collection of court fees, victim restitution and payments to the 
victims crime fund. 


Division of Human Services provides specialized activities for the department in the areas of 
victim’s services, religious affairs, volunteer and intern services and employee health services. 
The division also oversees all recruitment and personnel activities. 


Division of Offender Rehabilitative Services is responsible for the evaluation and assignment of 
all inmates to the appropriate correctional facility, the development and implementation of health 
care, basic academic and vocational education programs, and sex offender and substance abuse 
programs as mandated by law. 
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DEPARTMENT OF ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 


The department administers programs relating to the promotion of the economy of the state, trade 
and business. The director, appointed by the Governor and confirmed by the Senate, oversees 
economic development, regulation of business, financial institutions, and professional registration. 


Economic Development Group Programs promote job creation and capital investment such as 
national, international, small business, research, financing and community development activities. 
The Economic Development Group Programs are: Business Development Group. Business 
Expansion and Attraction Group, Community Development Group, and Workforce Development 
Group. 


Women's Council addresses issues regarding the economic and employment status of women in 
Missourt. 


Division of Tourism is responsible for promoting the growth of Missour''s travel industry. The 
division works to attract vacationers from out of state and encourage Missourians to travel in their 
home state. 


Missouri State Council on the Arts stimulates and encourages the growth of all arts throughout 
the state. 


Division of Credit Unions is responsible for the annual examination, supervision, and chartering 
of mergers and liquidations for approximately 300 state-chartered credit unions. 


Division of Finance is responsible for the incorporation, regulation, liquidation and examination 
of state-chartered banks, trust companies, and state-chartered savings and loan associations. 


Division of Motor Carrier and Railroad Safety is responsible for overseeing activities relating 
to common carriers, railroad corporations, motor carriers and express companies, street railroads 
and other forms of transportation. 





Public Service Commission executes all laws relating to private industries operating in Missour! 
as public utilities. 


Office of the Public Counsel represents the interest of the public in proceedings before the Public 
Service Commission. : 


Missouri Housing Development Commission insures loans to nonprofit and limited dividend 
sponsors of residential housing for low- and moderate-income families. 





Division of Professional Registration provides support services to boards and commissions such 
as the Missouri Board for Architects, Professional Engineers and Land Surveyors, etc. Each 
licensing board 1s responsible for regulating its profession. 
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DEPARTMENT OF ELEMENTARY AND 
SECONDARY EDUCATION 


The State Board of Education consists of eight lay citizens appointed by the Governor and 
confirmed by the Senate. Each board member's term of office is eight years; the terms are 
staggered so that one term expires each year. The board is bipartisan, and no more than four 
members may belong to the same political party. Under the constitution, the board is responsible 
for “supervision of instruction in the public schools.” The board appoints the Commissioner of 
Education, who serves as its chief administrative and executive officer. 


The board establishes policy for the state education agency, the Department of Elementary and 
Secondary Education. The department is primarily a service agency that carries out policies of the 
State Board of Education and provides leadership for the improvement of public schools. The 
agency assists local school districts in carrying out state and federal laws and regulations. The 
department is organized into six divisions. 


Division of School Services administers the major “business” functions that support school 
operations, such as school finance, pupil transportation, and food services. This division 
distributes state financial aid to school districts. It conducts the Missouri School Improvement 
Program, the State Board of Education’s accreditation system for local school districts. 





nm is responsible for a wide range of programs which assist school districts 
in improving educational services. These activities include curriculum development, early 
childhood education and programs for gifted students. The division manages state and federal 
grant programs that support special services such as programs for disadvantaged children, 
improving educational technology, and programs for at-risk youth. 





| Adult Education is responsible for state and federal programs that 
support vocational- technical education for students and adults. It administers the state’s “A+ 
Schools” program, provides customized job-training for business and industry, and manages the 
statewide high school equivalency (GED) testing program. 


? lucation assists school districts in establishing and improving services for 
ulanin with disabilities. It operates the Missouri School for the Blind (St. Louis), the Missouri 
School for the Deaf (Fulton), and the State Schools for Severely Handicapped. 








and Teacher Education provides programs that assist urban school districts. 
It evaluates teacheredueation programs in colleges and universities and issues certificates for all 
professional educators. The division also coordinates state-level professional development and 
inservice-training programs for educators. 


ion provides education, counseling and other specialized 
services to belo ak adult citizens with disabilities prepare for employment and live as independently 
as possible. 
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DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 


The Department of Health is responsible for protecting and promoting the health of the population 
of Missourt. This is carried out through the assessment of the populations’ health, identification 
of health threats and needs, development of policies and priorities, and the assurance of 
appropriate responses. These core public health functions are implemented through collaborative 
relationships with public and private entities, communities and citizens. 


The Director of the Missourt Department of Health is responsible for the management of the 
department and the administration of its programs and services. In addition to the director's 
office, which includes three centers, the department is divided into six divisions — the Division of 
Administration and five programmatic divisions. A State Board of Health advises the director 
regarding the priorities, policies and programs of the department and reviews rules promulgated 
by the department. The Board of Health consists of seven members appointed by the governor, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Missouri Senate. 


Center for Local Public Health Services 


Center for Local Public Health Services coordinates the Department’s partnership with local 
public health agencies to improve the health of all Missourians. The center is charged with 
developing the needed tools, policies and strategies to strengthen public health statewide. The 
center is active in defining the core public health roles and activities and in building the capacity 
to carry them out at the local level. 


Center for Health Information Management and Epidemiolo 





Center for Health Information Management and Epidemiology is responsible for collecting, 
analyzing and distributing health-related data that promotes the better understanding of health 
problems and needs in Missouri, as well as spotlighting tmprovements and progress achieved in 
the health of Missourians. Health information collected and reported includes births and deaths, 
incidence of disease. incidence of injury, health manpower, and hospital and nursing home 
information. The center publishes consumer guides on hospital and managed care plans. This 
center issues certified copies of birth and death records to Missourians. The center's Office of 
Epidemiology investigates and assists others in investigating public health issues. The center’s 
Office of Information Systems provides support for the department's statewide data network and 
computer database applications. 


Center for Community Development and Health Care Access 





Center for Community Development and Health Care Access is responsible for the Community 
Health Assessment Resource Team (CHART), Caring Communities and health care access issues, 
The center works directly with communities to help them assess their needs, identify capacity for 
meeting those needs and develop partnerships and collaborative efforts that will sustain long-term 
initiatives. This center also provides funding to help place and support medical/dental providers 
in underserved areas of the state. 
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Division of Environmental Health and Communicable Disease Prevention 





Division of Environmental Health and Communicable Disease Prevention 1s responsible for the 
investigation of the cause, origin, and method of transmission of diseases of public health 
importance and conditions of specific interest. The interrelated services of the division focus on 
disease prevention and control. Included are specific responsibilities related to communicable 
diseases, vaccine-preventable diseases, tuberculosis, zoonoses (diseases humans contract from 
animals), nosocomial (hospital-acquired) infections, sexually transmitted diseases, HITV/AIDS, 
community sanitation, environmentally related health hazards, occupational health, hazardous 
substance contro], and radiological health issues. 


Division of Maternal, Child and Family Health 





Division of Maternal, Child and Family Health provides statewide leadership to the public and 
private sectors in the design and integration of delivery systems for women, children and families 
in Missouri. The division formulates policy and recommends standards to assure quality of care. 
The division conducts need and capacity assessments and links resources that support healthy 
lifestyles for women, children and families. The division mobilizes community partnerships to 
connect localities with school health, family planning, perinatal substance abuse programs and 
services for persons with dental health and special health care needs. The division offers a toll- 
free telephone number (1-800-TEL-LINK) that refers women and their families to services 
including prenatal care, Medicaid, parenting skills and other maternal, child and family health 
Services. 


Division of Nutritional Health and Services 
Division of Nutritional Health and Services is responsible for nutritional health initiatives and 
services provided by or through the department. This division houses the women, infants and 


children (WIC) program and the child and adult care food programs. 


Division of Chronic Disease Prevention and Health Promotion 





Division of Chronic Disease Prevention and Health Promotion administers programs for the 
prevention and control of chronic diseases such as heart disease, cancer, diabetes osteoporosis and 
arthritis through research, screening, behavioral intervention and community health education 
activities, The division develops and coordinates community-based health promotion projects, 
coordinates the ASSIST program that is aimed at reducing tobacco usage, coordinates cancer 
control and cancer prevention activities, coordinates an organ donor registry, provides no-cost 
mammograms and pap smears to uninsured women and conducts, as part of a national effort, a 
monthly survey on health behaviors of Missourians. 


Division of Health Standards and Licensure 


Division of Health Standards and Licensure is responsible for assuring that the care and services 
provided by hospitals. ambulatory surgical centers, home health agencies, hospices, child care 
providers, ambulances, paramedics, handlers of controlled substances, lead abatement 
professionals and 23 types of Medicare-certified health programs meet state and/or Medicare 


standards. Investigating concerns or complaints in any of these areas is part of the division’s 
authority. 


Division of Administration 


Division of Administration provides fiscal and general-services support to all department units. 
Services include budget administration, grants and contract administration, accounting and 
procurement, general office support, and internal auditing. The State Public Health Laboratory is 
housed in this division. Each year, more than one-half million specimens are submitted to the 
central lab and at branch labs in Springfield and Poplar Bluff for testing and examination. The 
laboratory is also responsible for approving methods and instruments and issuing permits to 
qualified individuals to perform tests used to enforce Missouri's law prohibiting driving while 
under the influence of alcohol and drugs. 
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DEPARTMENT OF HIGHER EDUCATION 


The Coordinating Board for Higher Education is the statutory authority over the Department of Higher 
Edueation, The nine members, one from each congressional district, are appointed by the governor and 
confirmed by the Senate for six-year terms. The commissioner of higher education is appointed by the 
Coordinating Board to carry out the goals and administrative responsibilities for the state's higher 
education system — with 13 public four-year colleges and universities, 17 public two-year community 
colleges, | public two-year technical college, 26 independent colleges and universities, and 120 
proprietary schools. The commissioner advises the board on policies, implements and administers all 
programs of statutory responsibility, and oversees the operations of the department. 


The department is responsible for the development of a coordinated, statewide plan for higher education. 
The Coordinating Board adopted the current strategic plan, known as the Blueprint for Missouri Higher 
Education, in June, 1996. The Blueprint includes five strategic initiatives: postsecondary technical 
education, telecommunications, and information technology, Funding for Results, institutional mission 
review and enhancement, and student assistance (Missouri Student Assistance Resource Services — 
MOSTARS),. 


The primary divisions of the department, and their responsibilities, are listed below: 


Academic Affairs approves new academic programs through a systematic review each year. In 
addition, mission reviews of all public colleges and universities are conducted on a five-year cycle. 


Community Colleges/Technical Education works with the state’s 12 community colleges and the 
one state technical college to coordinate the statewide delivery of postsecondary technical education and 
out-of-district educational programs. 





Fiscal Affairs reviews public college and university budgets and expenditures, submits a unified higher 
education budget based on statewide plans and priorities to the governor and legislature, and recommends 
and prioritizes capital improvement projects at public institutions. 


MOSTARS administers || state and federal grant, scholarship and loan programs for postsecondary 
students. In addition, the MOSTARS information center answers a toll-free number for all Missourians 
who want information on postsecondary educational opportunities and financial assistance. 


Planning and Policy Analysis conducts policy analysis studies related to issues that impact the state’s 
system of higher education to facilitate long-range statewide planning: conducts statewide needs 
assessments; and collects, maintains and reports data on Missouri's colleges and universities and 
proprietary schools. 


Proprietary Schools reviews and certifies proprietary schools, private career schools and out-of-state 
schools to operate in Missouri. 


Missouri State Anatomical Board, an autonomous agency under the Department of Higher Education, 


receives unclaimed human bodies requiring burial at public expense and distributes them for scientific 
study to certain qualified schools. 
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DEPARTMENT OF INSURANCE 


The Missouri Department of Insurance was created by constitutional amendment effective July 1, 
1991, The newly created department is charged with the regulation of the insurance industry and 
the administration of laws and regulations relating to insurance in the state. The department's 
primary responsibility is to protect the consumer by regulating and supervising the insurance 
companies, agencies. agents, and brokers operating in Missourt. 


The Department is organized with the following divisions: 


Division of Financial Regulation is responsible for the financial analysis and examination of 
insurers Operating in Missouri to verify their financial condition. In addition. the division ensures 
that the operations of the companies are in compliance with Missouri laws, department 
regulations, and accepted insurance accounting practices. The division is divided into three 
secuions: financial examination, financial analysis, and taxation. 


Division of Market Regulation functions to ensure that Missouri residents are receiving quality 
insurance coverage. The market conduct examination. property and casualty. life and health, 
managed care. and statistics sections are most directly involved in regulating the business 
activities of Missouri insurers. 





Division of Consumer Affairs is made up of the consumer services and special investigations 
sections. The consumer services section responds to complaints and inquiries from the general 
public and operates as an intermediary between the consumer and Insurance company in resolving 
disputes. The special investigations section is responsible for investigating alleged fraud, as well 
as problems involving agents. brokers, and agencies. 


Division of Resource Administration coordinates the activities within the department relating to 
administrative operations and provides support for the other division within the department, The 
licensing section, which handles agent and broker licensing, is also within the division. The 
division of resource administration includes the licensing, management information systems. 
budget and support services sections. 


Since its inception, the Department of Insurance has been dedicated to providing services for the 


consumer and the insurers of the state to ensure that companies are properly supervised and 
operating safely for the protection of the consumer. 
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DEPARTMENT OF LABOR AND INDUSTRIAL RELATIONS 


The Department Is responsible for administering programs that promote job placement; provide an 
income for workers to offset the loss of a job because of an injury or layoff; mediate and issue 
resolutions between management and labor groups; regulate wages for public works and 
construction projects: promote safe working environments: enforce Missouri's anti-discriminatory 
statutes and protect Missouri citizens in the areas of housing, employment and_ public 
accommodations: and promote equal access and full participation in our society for all individuals 
with disabilities. 


Labor and Industrial Relations Commission hears all appeals from all decisions and awards tn 
workers. compensation, unemployment compensation, prevailing wage and victims of crimes 
compensation cases at the highest administrative level. 


Division of Labor Standards provides information about mine safety. worker safety and health, 
compliance with child labor laws, prevailing wage, minimum wage, overtime and dismissal rights. 
The Division is responsible for the inspection of Missouri mines and caves. 


State Board of Mediation was created to settle disputes among public utilities and their unions. 
Due to a 1963 U.S. Supreme Court decision, the focus of the Board has shifted from dispute 
resolution to making final decisions regarding which employees will be in the bargaining unit and 
the actual conduct of the election to determine union representation. The jurisdiction of the Board 
is public sector — those employees paid with tax dollars in cities, counties or the state. 


Division of Workers’ Compensation provides information about employer requirements to have 
workers compensation insurance; answers questions about worker's compensations benefits: 
assist victims of violent crimes; evaluates work sites for worker safety: provides information to 
employers on self-insuring for workers’ compensation insurance purposes and investigates 
allegations or workers’ compensation fraud and noncompliance, 





Missouri Commission on Human Rights responds to complaints of alleged discrimination tn 
employment, housing and public accommodations based on race. color, religion, national origin, 
ancestry, sex, physical/mental handicap, age (40-70 employment only) and familial status 
(housing only). 





Division of Employment Security’s objectives are to find employment for job seekers and to 
assist employers to find qualified workers; to collect contributions from employers and pay 
unemployment benefits to individuals who are eligible under the law and are unemployed within 
the meaning of the law and to provide local labor market information in support of Employment 
Security operations and other employment and training operations, 





Governor’s Council on Disability serves as the voice and advocate for Missourians with 
disabilities. To achieve equality of opportunity for Missourians with disabilities, the council 
works to make persons with disabilities aware of their rights and opportunities; increase 
employment opportunities for job seekers with disabilities; and expand access to equal and full 
participation for all individuals with any type of disability in their communities. 
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DEPARTMENT OF MENTAL HEALTH 


The Missouri Department of Mental Health serves Missourians by working to prevent substance 
abuse, mental disorders, and developmental disabilities; by rehabilitating, treating, and habilitating 
persons with those conditions: and by educating the public about mental health, 


The department benefits from the counsel of a seven-member citizen commission, which makes 
major policy and budgetary decisions for the department, including hiring the director. The 
members of the Mental Health Commission, who are appointed by the Governor and confirmed by 
the Senate, are selected for their concerns and expertise in the various facets of mental health care. 


The department ts divided into three program divisions and five offices that support the work of 
the program divisions. The department operates 27 facilities and contracts with more than 1,000 
private agencies to provide community-based care. 


Division of Alcohol and Drug Abuse plans and funds an array of prevention. treatment. and 
rehabilitation programs for alcohol- and drug-dependent Missourians and provides outpatient 
treatment services to compulsive gamblers and their families. The division operates no facilities 
of its own, but instead contracts with community agencies and mental health centers to provide 
detoxification services, residential and non-residential services and prevention programs. 





Division of Comprehensive Psychiatric Services plans, provides and funds prevention, 
evaluation and treatment services for Missourians diagnosed as mentally ill. The division operates 
ten facilities, including five that serve adults, two that serve children, and three that serve both 
adults and children. 





Division of Mental Retardation and Developmental Disabilities plans and provides direct 
services and contracts with other agencies to serve a clientele with such developmental disabilities 
as mental retardation, cerebral palsy, autism, epilepsy, and learning disabilities. The division 
operates six habilitation centers and 11 regional centers. The regional centers serve as the entry 
and exit points for receiving the division's services. 
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DEPARTMENT OF NATURAL RESOURCES 


The Department of Natural Resources is involved in environmental and resource-related issues. It 
protects Missouri's environment. deals with the critical area of energy, helps develop mineral 
resources, and works to preserve the state’s historic and cultural heritage. The goal of the 
department is to ensure capable planning, management and utilization of Missouri's natural 
resources. The director, who 1s appointed by the Governor and confirmed by the Senate, is the 
chief executive officer and appointing authority of the department. You may contact the 
department by calling toll free 1-800-334-6946 for the Division of State Parks, and 1-800-361- 
4827 for Environmental Technical Assistance. The department consists of five divisions. 


Division of State Parks administers Missouri's 80 state parks and historic sites. The mission of 
the state parks system Is to preserve and interpret the state’s most outstanding features and cultural 
landmarks and to provide recreation. The division also administers state and federal funds to help 
communities develop public recreation facilities, and the Historic Preservation Program, which 
administers federal funds to help identify and preserve historic properties throughout the state. 


Division of Geology and Land Survey’s responsibilities include protecting Missouri's water 
mineral and land resources and overseeing their potential use and development. The division 
provides land survey information and restores land survey monuments. It also ensures that all new 
and existing non-agricultural, non-federal dams 35 feet or more in height meet minimum safety 
standards, and provides information about potential veologic hazards such as earthquakes. 








Division of Environmental Quality (DEQ) strives to protect the environment. the public health 
and the economic well-being of Missourians by preserving and improving the quality of the state’s 
air. land and water. The division administers the air pollution, environmental services 
(laboratory), hazardous waste. land reclamation, public drinking water, soil and water 
conservation, solid waste management, technical assistance, and water pollution control programs. 
Six regional offices are located in Jefferson City. Kansas City. Macon, Poplar Bluff, Springfield, 
and St, Louts. 


Division of Energy helps all energy-using sectors to choose and use energy resources as 
economically and efficiently as possible. The state has an important role to plan in energy policy 
and programming because the production, distribution, and use of energy is the single greatest 
public sources of environmental and health problems. 





Environmental Improvement and Energy Resources Authority (EIERA) was established by 
the Missouri General Assembly to protect Missouri's environment, develop energy alternatives, 
and promote economic development. The EIERA’s mandate is broad and through tax-exempt 
bonds, notes. and other types of financial assistance, can support environmental projects for 
businesses, institutions. municipalities, and government agencies. The EIERA offers low-cost 
financing for the construction of wastewater and sewage treatment facilities: provides financial 
assistance for the development of commercial products from recovered waste: and promotes 
energy resource projects and educational programs. 
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* The Missouri Gaming Commission is statutorily independent of the Department of Public Safety. 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC SAFETY 


The mission of the Department of Public Safety is to ensure the safety and security of Missouri's citizens and their 
property. [t is responsible for all elements of law enforcement, criminal investigation, and public safety activities 
undertaken by state government, and for coordinating these efforts with local and federal law enforcement and public 
safety agencies. 


The director of Public Safety is appointed to this cabinet-level position by the Governor with the advice and consent 
of the Senate. The office of the director is responsible for developing public safety programs, police officer training 
and certification, and providing legislative guidance on law enforcement issues. Additionally, the director is 
responsible for overseeing distribution of federal and state funds in grants for narcotics control, victim's assistance, 
commercial vehicle safety, and juvenile justice. Other programs in the director's office provide support services and 
resources to assist local law enforcement agencies and promote crime prevention, 


Missouri Capitol Police is empowered to enforce state law, conduct criminal investigations, control parking, 
building security, and monitor life safety systems in the buildings and on the grounds of state owned property located 
in the city of Jefferson. 


Division of Fire Safety conducts investigations of suspicious fires and bombings, and is also responsible for 
inspecting nursing homes and day-care centers licensed by the state, administering the state's boiler inspection 
program, licensing and enforcing fireworks, and establishing and implementing training standards for firefighters as 
well as elevator safety and the Missouri Emergency Response Commission. 


Division of Highway Safety is responsible for the development, administration, and coordination of 
comprehensive statewide highway safety programs and for the allocation of federal funds to state and local agencies 
lor highway safety programs. 





Division of Liquor Control js responsible for enforcing Missouri's liquor laws and has the authority to suspend or 
revoke licenses in cases of non-compliance. The division licenses 12,000 alcoholic beverage retailers. wholesalers, 
and manufacturers annually, and collects approximately 27 million dollars each year in license fees and taxes due on 
alcoholic beverages. 


Missouri State Highway Patrol enforces the state's traffic laws and promotes safety on Missouri highways, 
conducts criminal and drug investigations, operates commercial motor vehicle weigh stations, enforces commercial 
motor vehicle safety laws and regulations, and is responsible for Missouri's driver examination program. 


Missouri State Water Patrol ensures boating and water safety through enforcement of Missouri's watercraft laws 
and boating regulations. Patrolmen also conduct criminal and drug investigations, recovery dive operations and 
conduct boating safety education classes. 


Missouri Veterans Commission provides counseling and referral assistance regarding state or federal benefits to 
Missouri veterans, their dependents, or survivors, and administers state Veterans’ Homes in St. James, Mt. Vernon, 
Mexico and Cape Girardeau and St. Louis. A sixth home ts planned in the northwest part of the state in the near 
future. 


Office of Adjutant General is responsible for administration of Missouri's Army and Air National Guard which, 
in addition to their federal missions, are available to the Governor to assist in times of natural or man-made disasters. 





State Emergenc | on SEMA) is responsible for coordinating statewide emergency 
preparedness activities among federal, state, and local agencies. 


Missouri Gaming Commission regulates riverboat gambling and charitable bingo games in Missouri. 
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DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE 


The Department of Revenue serves as the central collection agency for all state revenues. The 
primary duties of the department are to administer Missouri's tax laws, register and title motor 
vehicles and watercraft, license drivers, and collect the proper amount of taxes and fees due the 
state of Missouri. Commissions assigned to the department are administered separately. 


The director of revenue, appointed by the Governor and confirmed by the Senate, is responsible 
for all operations and policies of the department. 


Division of Taxation and Collection is responsible for the administration of Missouri's tax laws. 
It processes and administers forms and reports for the collection of revenue due to state and local 
taxing jurisdictions as set forth by statute, It is also responsible for all civil tax audits, 


Division of Motor Vehicle and Drivers Licensing is responsible for the titling and registration of 
motor vehicles, trailers and marinecraft in the state. It also issues drivers licenses to qualified 
drivers and is responsible for administering the branch and fee offices throughout the state. 








Missouri Highway Reciprocity Commission is authorized to negotiate and enter into reciprocal 
agreements and arrangements with other states concerning commercial motor vehicle registration 
fees for interstate use of the highways. Fees collected are deposited in the highway fund. 


Missouri State Lottery Commission supervises the lottery by issuing rules and licenses. It also 
negotiates contracts with vendors. 





Missouri State Tax Commission exercises general supervision over all the assessing officers, 
over county boards of equalization and appeal and over all laws concerning general property tax. 


Division of Administration is responsible for the normal administrative duties, but also has the 
responsibility for enforcing criminal taxation and licensing laws. 
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DEPARTMENT OF SOCIAL SERVICES 


The Department of Social Services coordinates and integrates programs designed to reduce all 
forms of family dependency. Administrative responsibility for agency activities rests with a 
department director appointed by the Governor with the advice and consent of the state Senate. 


Agency programs are distributed among several functional divisions as described below. The 
department maintains field offices in each Missouri county and in the City of St. Louts. 


Division of Aging (DA) coordinates health, protective service and social programs affecting older 
persons. The agency licenses and certifies long-term care facilities, secures community-based 
services for persons who can live outside long-term care institutions and investigates reports of 
abuse, neglect and exploitation, DA also administers the Governor's Silver Club Card program 
and coordinates the work of local senior service agencies. 





Division of Child Support Enforcement (DCSE) establishes paternity for children born out-of- 





wedlock. establishes and enforces child and medical support orders, and modifies support orders. 
DCSE provides these free services to custodial and non-custodial parents of all children, including 
those who receive Aid to Families with Dependent Children, Medicaid and other forms of public 
assistance. 





Services (DFS) has three broad areas of responsibility serving families to 
move towards self-reliance. They are the income maintenance programs, assisting families 
through medical insurance, child care subsidies, work supports, cash assistance and Food Stamps. 
Rehabilitation Services for the Blind provides and promotes programs so that the blind can be 
successful contributors to Missouri's work force. Through the Children’s Services programs, 
child well being and safety are emphasized through interventions addressing child abuse and 
neglect with families and expedited permanency, families for a lifetime, for children living in 
alternative care. 


Division of Medical Services (DMS) administers the Missouri Medicaid program, a plan of 
health care benefits for eligible low-income, aged and disabled citizens. The ayvency processes 
and pays claims submitted by hospitals, physicians, long-term care facilities and other health 
service providers. DMS also pays supplementary medical insurance premiums for qualified 
Medicare beneficiaries. 








Division of Youth Services (DYS) provides supervision, education and treatment services to 
adjudicated delinquent youth and status offenders. The agency operates residential programs, 
which vary in length and structure, in 20 Missouri locations. DYS also works with juvenile courts 
to provide youth services in home communities rather than in facilities. 
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DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION 


The Missouri Department of Transportation (MoDOT) consists of more than 6,000 employees in 
its 10 district offices and Support Center. These employees are responsible for the operation of 
the nation’s sixth largest transportation system--a 32,000 mile highway system requiring decisions 
concerning highway location, design, construction and maintenance. [he department also helps to 
develop and improve airports, rail facilities, ports and transit systems. 


MoDOT ts governed by the Missouri Highway and Transportation Commission, a six-member 
bipartisan group appointed by the governor and confirmed by the Senate. Members are appointed 
to staggered, six-year terms. No more than three members can be of the same political party. The 
commission appoints the director, chief counsel and commission secretary, All other 
appointments are made by the director and chiel counsel, with commission approval. 


Bridge Division prepares plans and specifications for bridge design projects. 

Construction Division oversees and inspects highway and bridge design projects under contract. 
Design Division provides support to district designers allowing roadway improvement projects to 
be completed on time, on budget, and within acceptable standards and guidelines by the 


establishment of broad statewide goals and direction. 


General Services Division purchases items, provides vehicles, flight services, mapping services 
and building facilities in support of the department's activities. 


Human Resources Division provides assistance on employment, wage and salary administration 
and policy development. 


Maintenance Division maintains the highway system. 


Materials Division controls material quality for construction and maintenance of the state 
highway system. 


Preliminary Studies Division works with regional groups to help identify transportation needs 
and determine the best ways to meet the public's travel needs, evaluate environmental impacts and 
conserve natural resources, 





Public Affairs Division helps communicate with employees and the public about the department 
using publications, communication assistance, customer service and training. 


Right of Way Division works with their district counterparts to acquire real estate or easements 
necessary for highway construction, 


Traffic Division reviews accident data and makes the necessary changes In signing, striping and 
Signaling operations.
